Evans announced a few weeks ago that he 
wanted a transfer from South Melbourne 
Hellas but when Duncan McKay took over as 
coach and when Hellas started winning 
again, it appeared Evans may have changed 
his mind.

National coach Rudi Gutendorf has threat- 
ened to suspend all preparatory trial games 
until he was guaranteed more co-operation 
from clubs, players and in some cases State 


Federation officials. 


A dejected Gutendorf was speaking after the Queensland 
side had played a one-sided scoreless draw with the National 


Squad. at Brisbane’s Perry Park 


' Gutendorf was referring to the 
situation, where five players origi- 
nally, chosen to come to Brisbane 
had withdrawn virtually at the last 
minute. 

They were Martyn Crook and 
John Kosmina. (West Adelaide}, 
Jim Tansey (Heidelberg), Peter 
Sharne (Marconi) and Phil O'Con- 
nor (St George). 

Gutendorf said he was embar- 
rassed by the performance pro- 
duced by the national squad. 

“This team was thrown to- 
gether at the last minute, end 


Queensland, to its credit, com- 
pletely outplayed us,” he said. 

"| will not inflict this on the 
public again and it is a near hope- 
less task trying to form a squad 
when several players are ineligible 
and others cannot play in trials 
because of work commitments.” 

Gutendorf also said he was 
upset that the Newcastle KB- 
Sydney City Philips Cup match on 
the same day had precluded him 
from using players from those 
clubs. 

Gutendorf said he was not 


really surprised, under the condi- 
tions. that the Queensland back- 
line of Steve Perry. Jim Hermis- 
ton, Col Bennett and George 
Potter had played with such com- 
posure. 

“They have played together 
several times now. Their under- 
standing is first class, and be- 
cause of this they were under no 
pressure, being in full command 
for most of the match.” 

The player nominated by Gut- 
endorf as man of the match was 
Hermiston, who showed what 
class football is all about. 

“He is just the player 1 am look- 
ing for, and if available would be 
the captain of my National team,” 
he said. 

Others nominated by Gutendorf 
were midfielders Larry Gaffney 
and Phil Thompson, the latter 
having now played two out- 
standing matches for Queensland 
within a week. Gutendorf made 
enquiries after the game to see if 
Thompson was eligible for nation- 
al selection. 


Gutendorf said the match again 
highlighted the “soccer sickness” 
in Australia. 

‘Queensland should have won 
four or five nil with their dominan- 
ce, but could not convert their su- 
periority into goals.” 

The State side was unlucky in 
that Brennan, the player who 
could well have pounced on nu- 
merous second half openings, 
went off injured in the 58th min- 
ute. 

His substitute was Ipswich 
youngster Bryan Kathage, a very 
inexperienced player who could 
not do a thing right and always 
ended up as the last link in some 
good creative football. 

The jrony of the game was that 
two outstanding chances Brennan 
had in the first half were brilliantly 
saved by Queensland’s Nigel 
Lownds. who was playing for the 
national squad.

The increasing emphasis on the development and use of 
Australian-born players has put the quality of coaching into 
the spotlight. This article explores coaching in Australia. 





Senior coaches d 
know the basics 








Coaching and coaches are playing an increasingly im- 
portant role in all modern sport, particularly soccer. 


When Eric Worthington, 
director of coaching, got the 
national coaching scheme 
under way five years ago he 
said 10,000 coaches would 
have gained a coaching 
badge by the end of this year. 

Problems which beset the 
scheme in its early days have 
put him behind target. 

He expects to have 6,000 
certificated coaches by the 
end of the year. 

ASF president, Sir Arthur 
George, revealed recently 
that there are 318,000 boys 
playing soccer in this country. 

The 6,000 coaches quali- 
fied since 1975, each taking 
a 12 boy squad would be able 
to handle 72,000 boys. 

This leaves 246,000 boys. 

If one is charitable and 
assumes that 46,000 of 


Without the intervention of 
a knowledgeable coach these 
boys never learn the joy of 
skilful soccer. 

| welcome the increased 
interest in junior soccer by 
our soccer authorities and the 
senior clubs which | hope will 
eventually increase the skill 
level in the junior games. 

Most of us are aware that 
junior coaching needs impro- 
ving, but Victorian State 
coach, Len McKendry, caused 
a stir recently with his sca- 
thing remarks about the lack 
of basic knowledge of many 
of our senior coaches. 

He said many of them did 
not possess the basics 
needed for coaching soccer 
and this was the reason that 
so many of them were losing 
jobs. 


of our senior coaches are not 
able to do this very well, on 
the other hand our part time 
set up does not encourage 
work on the development of 
individual and group skill. 

Additionally teaching skills 
is only part of a coach’s role. 

Here is what | consider are 
the basics of coaching: 

* development of individ- 
ual and group skill. 

* ability to select correct 
teams (which means being 
able to know who can play, 
and were they can play). 

* develop team style 

* set match tactics 

* development of physical 
fitness 

* individual 
motivation. 

The first of these criteria is 
worked on under our national

coaches. 

In the Philips League are 
clubs previously perennially 
used to being at the top.

MIGHELINI NAMED 
CLUB AFTER 
A GREAT ITALIAN 


Oscar Michelini, a patriotic 
Italian, is the man responsible 
for the christening of Marconi 
in 1956. 

Michelini, a founder 
member of the club, moved at 
the first general meeting that 
the club be named after Gug- 
lieIne Marconi, the famous 
Italian who invented the wire- 
less. 

The motion was quickly ac- 
cepted by those at the meet- 
ing. The link with the famous 
inventor is still strong today, 
and the Marconi emblem dis- 
plays a radio tower. 


The name was sep ins 
on November 28, 1957. 
the minutes of the ea 
held in a~small shed on a 
vacant piece of Jand in Trivett 
St, Horsley Park it was noted: 
“Moved by Mr. Michelini and 
seconded by Mr Fiorelli, that 
the name of the club — Club 
Marconi of Bosley Park Social 
Recreation and Sporting 
Centre Limited — be con- 
firmed and that the name be 
the offical name of the club 
all the time.” 


Oscar Michelini was also 
the man who headed the 
building sub-committee, 
which was responsible for 
supervising the construction 
of the first part of the building 
at a cost of $120,000. Other 
members of the committee 
were Mr. C. Crestani, F. Zadro 
and Provino Sartor. !t is inter- 
esting to note that mr Oscar 
Michelini was also Godfather 
to one of the young stars of 
Marconi, Bertie Mariani. 

From a small and almost 
insignificant looking building, 
the shed rose into a magnifi- 
cent edifice after an extension 
was carried out in the sixties. 
The new section of the club 
was opened on November 
24, 1962. 

Land surrounding the club 
was also bought, extending 
the club’s ownership to more 
than 22 acres of Iand. 


Some years later, Marconi 
Club succeeded with an ap- 
plication to the municipal 
council to change the name 
of Middle Rd. to Marconi 
Road. 

Only two years after the of- 
ficial opening of the club, a 
youth soccer team was 
formed. The first president 
was Felice Zadro, while the 
other promoters of the idea 
included Lorenzo Sartoretto, 
Luciano Morassut, Giuseppe 
Cessario, Angelo Cattarin and 
Dennis Munari. 

in 1961, Antonio Fornasier 
became president of the 
youth club and also took the 
position of representative of 
Marconi soccer club in the 
Southern Districts Soccer As- 
sociation. Armando Del Caro 
was the first coach of the side 
the same year and was large- 
ly responsible for the success 
of the team. 

With Del Caro still in 
charge, Marconi became a 
member of the NSW Soccer 
Federation. leaving a team of 
juniors to represent Marconi 
in the Southern Districts 
Soccer Association. 

Its first season in the 
NSWE was highly successful. 
Marconi won the First Divi- 
sion amateur championship 
by eight points. It won also 
the Amateur Cup, beating 
none other than Sydney- 
Austral at Wentworth Park in 
front of 15,000 spectators! 


The following year, Mar- 
coni appointed a new coach, 
Mario Danieli. The team man- 
aged to stay in the Second 
Division, surviving a drop into 
the amateur ranks. Marconi 
managed to win the Coni Cup 
beating APIA reserves 2:0 at 
Marconi Oval. 

Tiko Jelisavcic, the 
highly successful Yugal 
player, came to coach 
Marconi in 1965, but could 
not save Marconi from 
dropping back to amateur

In 1966, the coach- 
ing position changed 
again, but this time Joe 
Vasvary managed to bring 
the team back into the 
NSW-SF Second Division. 

In 1967, Marconi soccer 
club became an independent 
body, completely detached 
from the Social Club taking 
the name of Marconi South- 
ern Districts Soccer Football 
Club. The first president was 
Mr Joe Morizzi, while Lucia- 
no, Marson became the first 
vice-president. 

The club continued its 
good form and Mr Vasvary 
was signed to continue as 
coach for another season. 
Fifth place in the competition 
was the club’s most success- 
ful achievement in the 
Second Division. 

Les Scheinflung decided to 
quit Prague and move to Mar- 
coni in 1969, certainly a 
move that started a new era 
at Bosley Park. Marconi won 
the Second Division 
championship (1970) and 
became a member of the First 
Division of the NSW-SF 
championships. 

In 1972, under the 
coaching of Rale Rasic, 
Marconi won the chal- 
lenge trophy against a 
star-studded St George- 
Budapest, to give Rasic his 
first success with the new 
club. 


The following year, Rale 
Rasic managed to carry off 
the first major success for 
Marconi. In one of the most 
entertaining grand finals, 
Marconi defeated Hakoah to 
carry off the premiership tro- 
phy. 

In the following three 
years, Marconi was always 
among the leaders, but had to 
battle with such giants of 
soccer as St George, Hakoah 
and APIA. 


This proved a tall order for 
the Marconi team despite the 
presence of talented players 
as well as some of the most 
experienced men in soccer. 


Among the most noteable 
players of the era were: 


Les Scheinflug (Prague, 


NSW, Australia), Johnny 
Giacometti {APIA}, John 
Roche (Australia), Alfredo 


Moschen (Palermo, Lazio), 
George Kinnell (Sunderland, 
Juventus Melbourne, West- 
ern Suburbs), Alan Griffiths 
(Sutherland), Peter Wilson 
and Max Tolson (South Coast 
and Australia). 

In 1977, the club entered 
the Philips League, the first 
national soccer competition 
in this country, and finished 
second on goal difference to 
Sydney-based Hakoah-East- 
ern Suburbs. : 
Rale Rasic, the coach of the 
very successful side in 1977,

So despite its great win 
over Hakoah (4:2) and a 
drawn game in their second 
encounter, Marconi couldn't 
match the goal difference 
missing out by four goals to 
win the top spot. Those

in the Philips Cup, Marconi 
ousted the champions East- 
ern-Suburbs-Hakoah in the 
first round, showing once 
again its superiority over the 
team from Bondi. Marconi 
followed with a great win 
over Canberra City (5:1), then 
a memorable 3:2 win over 
Fitzroy in Melbourne despite 
two setbacks during the 
game. 

In the final, Marconi had to 
travel to Brisbane to play 
Brisbane City. The game fin- 
ished 1:1 and went into extra 
time. After the game was 
drawn, penalties were taken 
and the Brisbane team 
proved more successful. It 
was a sad end for the team 
that was twice successful 
against Brisbane City in the 
championship, winning 1:0 
on both occasions! 

The following year, Mar- 
coni bowed out in the first 
round of the Philips Cup and 
the penalties were the cause 
of departure again! beaten by 
the strongest NSW State 
League team, Croatia, Mar- 
coni now had only one goal — 
winning the Philips League. 

Halfway through the 
championship, Marconi was 
miles in front of the second- 
placed team, and | am sure 
no one doubted the ability of 
Marconi to stay at the top but 
it was not to be the year. 

Six points in front after 
12 rounds, Marconi ex- 
»erienced the worst slump 
in its existence to finish 
fourth. In the top four 
competition Marconi was 
soundly beaten by Easts- 
Hakoah in the Grand Final 
to finish off a bitter season 
for the Fairfield team. 


This year, Marconi was 


‘bundled out of the Philips 


Cup by another State League 
tam, Melita Eagles. But pro- 
ceedings in the national 
league indicate a prosperous 
season. One point in front at 
almost the halfway mark, 
Marconi is showing a new 
stride, powerful, skilful and 
durable. It is doubtful that 
many teams will keep pace 
with Marconi. 

With as many as eight pos- 
sible players for the Austral- 
ian national team, it is little 
wonder that the Sydney 
southerners are leading the 
competition with an average 
of almost three goals a game. 

With that kind of appetite 
for goals and one of the most 
exciting lineups ever to wear 
the sky blue strip, Marconi is 
set to demolish all before 
them and bring the long- 
awaited title to Bosley Park.

In Britain, Chelsea's Danny 
Blanchflower saw his side 
relegated this season, but 
asked for a four year contract 
which is being seriously con- 
sidered. 

That situation can only be 
fantasy in Australia. 

Most clubs lack long — 
term targets and the long- 
term planning that goes with 
them 

Most live from week to 
week, just as does the 
coaches job. 

If every coach in the Philips 
league had multiple quali- 
fications spilling out of his 
tracksuit, there would still be 
half of them looking for new 
jobs at the end of each sea- 
son. 

No knowledge of basics 
will save the State league 
coach or his national league 
counterpart from a series of 
losses. 

No one can say that MclLa- 
ren did not know the basics, 
or Edmund Kreft, Bruce Sto- 
well or Gelei. 

Probably one of a coach's 
greatest gifts is to be able to 
get onside with his com- 
mittee members and espe- 
cially the president - and no 
coaching instructor with his 
book of basics teaches that. 

What Australia needs just 
as much as good coaches is 
good administrators who can 
set up and achieve long term 
goals. 

For this reason | once more 
welcome the ASF’s arrival 
into the grass roots of our 
soccer.
